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THE Annual Report of the 
Men's and Women's Social 
Work in Canada East has 
just been issued, and it contains 
much interesting information as to 
what the Army is accomplishing 
along the lines of rescue and pre- 
ventative work. In a Foreword 
the Commissioner says: — 

"We give thanks to God for all 
the lahors of our devoted Officers, 
who are actuated by the spirit of 
Him who said: — 
"I wan an hungred and ye gave 1p 

meat: 
I was a (stranger, and. ye took Mi .n: 
TJnked, and ye clot lied Me: 
I was in prison, and ye came unto 
Me." 

"It is a great joy and eomfort to 
us to know that amid the squalor 
and mire of the depths of sin and 
wickednes'-, 'diamond; in the rough' 
have heeu found who are to-day 
shining willi the brilliant light of 
the Salvation of God. This is our 
great compensation." 

A report of the work done by the 
Army in prisons, police courts and 
Men's Social Institutions, written 
hy Colonel Otway. Men's Social 
Secretary, follows. We learn from 
this that* services are regularlv held 
at the Langstaff Jail Farm. Toron- 
to; the Dnn Tail, Toronto: Mimico 
Clav Plant Reformatory, Burwash. 
Ontario. Reformatory ; Gnelph, 
Ontario, reformatory; and King- 
ston Penitentiary. 

Personalty Interview prisoners 

Salvation Army Officers not only 
conduct meetings, but fi.-ely meet 
the prisoners for pergonal inter- 
views, and the statistical record 
shows 18.0B7 such interviews with 
men in Jails for the year T022. Who 
can estimate the results of such . 
"heart-talks"? Tn many cases letter? 
are written and thus the Salvation 
Armv Officer is the link .between 
the 'prisoners and their friends, 
wives, mothers, or late employers 
and others. 

In many cases our Officers can 
do for them what few, if anvone 
else ran do, for the reason that in 
cverv city, and in almost fi"P' tnwn 
or village, there are other Salvation 
Armv Officers who can be commu- 
nicated with, and whose assistance 
can be relied upon. 

During the year, 2,519 letters were 
written for prisoners and in return 
messages of love, forgiveness, cheer, 
and counsel have heen received 
fi-.tin. friends, Who -are not slow to 
express appreciation for the good 
services of the Salvation Army 
Officers. 

The Salvation Army Officers 
throughout Canada East have also 
been instructed to especially "take 
upon their hearts" the parents and 
wives of prisoners serving time, 
and to seek them out in their 
homes and comfort and 'help them 
in their sorrow. There is a great 
bond of harmonious service be- 
tween the Salvation Army Prison 
Officers and the Salvation Armv 
Corps Officers, and the prisoners 
with their friends, and this provides 
a unique opportunity for service. 

Salvation Army Officers are in- 
structed to meet men and womet? 
on di^char.TA^.nd. if leaving hv trail'., 
to see t'/" ' "" v Jth a hearty "GcM.. 



speed." The value of this is ob- 
vious, and it provides a new start 
in life with a strong loving hand of 
Christian Fellowship. 

Effort is also made to "shepherd" 
ex-prisoners on theii return to or- 
dinary life. Many are advised and 
assisted to make their new start in 
another town, away from the pit- 
falls of old habits and associations. 
Work is provided 

It is here also that the Salvation 
Army Industrial Department and 
Labor Homes are ahle to offer as- 
sistance — of course to limited ex- 
tent — but in Toronto, Hamilton. 
Montreal, Ottawa and other places, 
work is provided — such as waste 
paper collecting sorting and bal- 
ing; repairing broken and discarded 
furniture 1 ; collecting and repairing 
old clothes, etc. Waste material is 
thus dealt with by waste humanity 
and in hundreds of cases it is the 
tide-over job .of a few weeks which 
enables the man to earn a few dol- 
lars; and what is of more impor- 
tance, to secure a new reference for 
better work. 

At the Industrial Department 
men are encouraged to register at 
the Labor Bureau for better work. 

Another feature of the after-care 
of ex-prisoners is the help given by 
the Salvation Army Corps Officers 
in all the cities and towns. Threy 
are ever ready to assist them to 
g-A a new start in life. 

The Salvation Armv lias heen 
truly described as "The Army of the 
Helping Hand." 

The work -of the Salvation Army 
would scarcely be complete if it 
finished with Gospel meetings .and 
interviews with- the men behind- the 
bars. To a large number of men in 
prison the greater punishment they 
receive is 'the 'stinging thought and 
knowledge that, hy tbctr wrons* do- 
ing, the innocent wife and children 
are suffering. 

When the bread winner goes io 
jail there conies suddenly an end ti 
supplies. Then the empty cupboard, 
and soon tJ'-e arrears of rent, follow- 
ed by a notice' to quit. 

The Salvation Army is. of course, 
unable to take care of all such 
cases,, hut as far as our financial 
ability allows, pur Officers endeavor 
to play the part of the "Good Samar- 
itan" and seek out the needy. The 
plan adopted is as follows; 
Visit prisoners' homes 

The home of the prisoner is visit- 
ed* and, if poverty and distress pre- 
vail, a weekly basket of food is 
sent. By arrangement with The 
Robert Simpson Company, Toronto. 
a basket of provisions, costing ap- 
proximately $3.50. is made up and 
delivered to the door. 

It can. be readily seen how this 
relief is not only a means of good 
to the wife and children who, he- 
cause of the father's wrong doing 
are bearing the greater part of the 
nunishnwnt, but it is a way to the 
heart of the man, and no small aid 
ti his reclamation. 

Last year 698 baskets of food 
were thus given, and $651.76 given 
in small amounts to keep the rent 
paid ; and a home made ready to 
receive the father on his release. 
Alas! by the lack of such "Good 
Samaritan" work, many men have ' 
.come 'from jail only to find home 



gone, furniture sold and family 
scattered. 

With our very limited financial 
resources, we have been pleased to 
do a little to alleviate such sorrow 
and misery. 

We sincerely trust that the day 
is not far distant, when the State 
will provide that men placed in 
Jails, Reformatories and Peniten- 
tiaries for punishment, shall be 
given remunerative employment, 
and wages paid to the families for 
their maintenance. 

We have weleomed the new Pro- 
vincial Act, "Extra Mural." where- 
by men in Jails in Ontario are 
granted the privilege of completing 
their sentence" outside the prison. 
and are thus allowed to work and 
reioin their families. 

Others, who have been released 
by "Order in Council," are allowed 
to sleep eaeh night at the Salvation 
Army Home for Men on Au~usta 
Avenue, Toronto. 

For men who can avail them- 
selves of the new Act, the Salva- 
tion Army Industrial Department 
has been of great assistance in this, 
and unskilled labor of all kinds pro- 
vides the new start for these men, A 
large number have thus been assis- 
ted and "tided over" a serious mo- 
ment in their life, and many have 
made .good. 

Rendered splendid service 

The Parole System has long 
passed the exoeriinent.il stage, and 
we have pleasure in placing our 
services at the disoo^al of the Gov- 
ernment that the great object may 
be secured. Staff-Captain Mc- 
F.lhinev has. during the year, served 
ns Assistant to Dr. Lavell. Chief 
Provincial Parole Officer for On- 
tario, in place of Brigadier Frazer, 
who has reached the age of retire- 
ment from active service. We have 
pleasure in paying a tribute to Brig- 
adier Frazer's splendid service for 
*be past twenty years in the city 01 
Toronto. 

Our Prison Officers, in seeking 
to assist men in nrison to secure 
narole, are carefully instructed to 
make rib recommendation without 
first heing assured of the follow- 
'"£: 

■A belief that the prisoner has 
thoroughly learned his or her les- 
son, and is repentant. 

That employment is waiting on 
release. 

That the family is in need. 

During the year a numher of men 
have been plaeed under the care of 
the Salvation Army, and these have 
been provided with lodging at the 
Men's Home. Augusta Avenue, To- 
ronto, rooms being reserved for 
narolcd men. and also for men re- 
leased by "Order in Council," These 
Tnen are thus under the direct care 
of the Salvation Army and are pro- 
vided with work at the Industrial 
Department until such time as they 
can improve their position. Others 
are foun/1 employment hy our T.n- 
bor Bureau. 

Thus Ihe Salvation Army Offi- 
cers throughout Canada East are 
as the "Big Brother," and cx-pris- 
oncrs are benefited by good Chris- 
tian influence and fellowship, and 
by efforts made to get their feet 
.firmly planted on the upward track, 
and to "shepherd" them during 



their new start in life. 

The fact that in Canada East 
there arc 303 separate stations or 
Corps under 613 Officers, is an ad- 
ditional factor, and is a very pow- 
erful aid. All these agencies are 
ready to give the helping hand to 
the man or woman facing the world 
severely handicapped by the stigma 
of a prison reputation. It is the 
great pleasure of all Officers to thus 
co-operate, and when cases make 
good, It is the great compensation 
for all Hie toil and labor on their 
behalf. 

Under woman Officer's eare 

It is also interesting to know" 
that women paroled who are B.O. 
T.A. cases are, by Dr. Lavell, placed 
under ihe eare of one of our women 
Staff Offieers. 

The Salvation Army Officer in 
the Police Court has now become 
a well-known institution, and their 
presence represents all that the Or- 
ganization stands for. Tn almost all 
— cases they are heartily welcomed 
by the Magistrates and are invited 
to the front, being recognized as 
valued "aides-de-camp." 

The prisoners also welcome their 
presence and see in them a friend 
indeed. In many Courts the Salva- 
tion Army Officer has the privilege 
of an interview with the prisoner 
before Court opens, and is able to 
give good counsel, and in many 
cases, especially those of females 
and young lads facing the Court for 
the first time, the Salvation Army 
Officer will stand by their side, not 
to condone or mitigate the offence, 
but to give courage to the offender 
to declare the truth and, if possible, 
offer amends. 

The statistical report shows that 
7,052 interviews were made, and 787 
cases handed over and 239 cases re- 
manded to the Salvation Army. 

Tn the case of those retained in 
custody pending the pavment of a 
fine, the Salvation Army Officers 
are made the link to eommunicato 
with friends and save the accused 
from tlie stigma of prison. At time^ 
meals are given, or travelling expen- 
ses advaneed on loan, or beds pro- 
vided at the Salvation Army 
Homes: some cases are assisted 
with clothing. The statistical re- 
port makes interesting reading and 
reveals the value of this work. 
Attend the Police Court 

All Ihe Social Officers in the 
cities of Canada East attend the 
Police Court, and in towns where 
no Social Offieers are anpointed. 
this duty is taken by the Corps Of- 
ficers. 

The Army's Missing Friends 
Bureau is very successful in trac- 
ing lost relations, and hundreds are 
assisted yearly through this agenev 

Children are reminded of their 
duty towards their aged parents. 
Husbands who have deserted thei r 
wives and children are brought t<» 
realize and face their duty; erring 
wives are dealt with in like manlier 

Information and advice is given 
to those in difficulty. Cables and 
telegrams are sent to distant ports, 
to relieve or investigate circumstan- 
ces cf wayward sons, or those in 
distress. Relatives long lost are re- 
stored, and letters of thanks are 
received almost daily.

It 
seemed to me (writes Colonel Hipsey, 
who served for many years in In- 
dia, and who has just visited the 
West Indies Territory to conduct an 
audit) that I \vns living in India 
again. Turbans, saris, fakirs, sweet 
little Indian faces, Hindus, Mobam-- 
medans, Hindustani, and tomtoms 
were all a mixture of familiar sights 
and sounds. 

Few people love the Indians like 
Major Gharib Das (Alexander) who 
is in charge of the Fast Indian and 
Social Work in Demerara. He has 
eyes for nothing else, and what he 
has voluntarily sacrificed and endured 
for their sakes is little known. With 
him it has been patient toii and a . 
labor of love. 

It takes the shrewd Scotsman all 
his time to provide ihc wherewithal 
for this particular work, and out of 
this necessity has grown the bakery, 
luncheon room, and the milkiaud food 
business of the Indian Shelters. With 
careful oversight and constant activ- 
ity the Major maintains the various 
branches in efficiency, plus the results 
of an annual appeal to the sugar 
planters and European friends. 

The number of stranded Europeans 
assisted throughout the years is alone 
a grind achievement, but the number 
of Indians sheltered, helped and 
strengthened on the hard way of life 
is a still greater one. The Major ha- 
'a tender word for the unfortunate 
brother or sister tricked by the Devil, 
and his dealings with the loafer are 
faithful and effective. 

Out of the hard-earned profits of 
the Institutions have been creeled 
several new buildings in which Meet- 
ings arc held especially for Indians. 

The successful work amongst Re- 
formatory boys has- been highly- com- 
mended by Government officers.

AS early as in tlic year 1878 a 
Salvation Armv Officer visit- 
ed Sweden, ft was General 
H ram well Booth, at that time Chief 
"f the Staff, who paid a visit to an 
English engineer's family that for 
tlie time being lived in a little town. 
Vamanio. in the southern part of 
the countrv. During his stav in this 
place the Chief of the Staff met 
many Christians, and he became a 
great blessing to them. One of 
those over whom the Chief through 
his speech and personality had a 
special influence was Miss Hanna 
Ouchtcrlony. who at that time had 
a little hook-shop in the above 
mentioned town. \ heady hefnre 
she met the Chief of (he "Staff she 
had tried to work for God hv con- 
ducting prayer meetings in friends' 
houses and so forth. Some time 
after Rramwcll Booth had returned 
to England Miss Ouchtcrlony re- 
reived an invitation to come ami 
visit the old General and his familv 
in London. Tt was during this- visi' 
she decided to become a Salvation 
Armv Officer; before long she re- 
ceived a Major's commission and 
was sent lo plant the colors of tile 
Salvation Army in Sweden. 

Assisted by Lieutenant Jenny 
Swensou — a young lady who oritr-' 
inally hail thought of a singer's 
career but had changed her mind 
and become an Army O Hirer— Ma- 
jor Ouchtcrlony conducted the first 
Salvation Army meeting in Stock- 
holm or, December 28th. 1RR2. 
They hired a theatre for the occa- 
sion! and the peoulc who filled the 
hall were very curious and excited. 
Firstly because this movement was 
absolutely new. ami secondly be- 
cause at that time it was something 
extraordinary to hear a woman 
preach. ■ The testimonies together 
with the music and songs made, 
nevertheless, a great impression, and 
in spite of the fact that many he- 
came enemies great crowds came 
to the meetings, and hundreds had 
to be denied permission. In the 



prayer meetings scores came to llit 
mercy-scat, and among those many 
sinners of the deepest d>c. 

But now the authorities began 
'heir persecutions, and in several 
[daces thuy gave orders to the 
effect that no meetings could be- 
held after eight o'clock p.m. As a 
result of this a good number of Of- 
ficers who for their conscience's 
.sake could not obey such an order 
were thrown into prison. These 
persecutions, anyhow, had not the 
desired effect, for the work flour- 
ished, and the people who until then 
had not favored the Armv became 
our warmest friends through see- 
ing the injustice of the authorities. 
As the work grew, more Officer* 
were needed, and among the Salva- 
tionists sent from England lo Swe- 
den to belli Major Ouchtcrlony in 
the fight in those early days we 
mention Com°missiouer Whatmorc. 
Commissioner Duff. Lieut.-Com- 
missioner Toft. Lieut.-Colonc! and 
Mrs. Perry and Brigadier I.eidzen. 
\111011g the native workers- we find 
Commissioner Ogrim. Commission- 
er Booth-Hellbcrg and Colonel 
Lagereranl/.. the last mentioned 
formerly a Lieutenant in. the Royal 
Armv, 

In the latter part of ieXi ihe iirsi 
Salvation Armv Brass Band was 
formed, and the first song played 
was "We are marcbinir on with 
shield and banner bright." In Sep- 
tember, 1883. the first number of 
the Swedish "War Crv" was pub- 
lished. 

During 1SS7 n building was erect- 
ed to be used as Hcadtpiarlcrs and 
for Number I. Corps for which 
hitherto premises had been hired. 
The new building was dedicated on 
Christmas dav the snnic vcar. 

On January 1st. 1800, 'the Salva- 
tion Army in Stockholm opened its 
first Home for fallen women, and 
in October the same year its first 
Shelter for men.

(a) The fixing of the time most 
convenient for the attendance of the 
Soldiers, and the most likely to reach 
the largest number of people. 

(b) The holding of the funeral 
service in the Citadel, and the at- 
tendance of I he family, or as many 
as can he persuaded to be present at 
the same. 

(c) The carrying out of any other 
wishes lo which the deceased may 
have given utterance, or of any plans 
the I-\0. can suggest to make the 
most of (he event for ihe good of 
the Corps and the Salvation of souls.

IS there a relationship between 
your health and vour job? 
Decidedly yes. Everybody real- 
izes that there is a vital link be- 
tween health and work. If a per- 
son is sick naturally work is out of 
the question, but when a person 
merely feels badly, or is run down, 
he may si ill attempt to stick to the 
job. driven by necessity. 

There arc many conditions that 
tend to undermine the health. One 
of the greatest ravages on the 
health of the individual and com- 
munity i; tuberculosis. Two and 
a-half year-; could be added 10 the 
lifetime of every individual who at- 
tains the age of seventeen years if 
there were no fatal cases of tuber- 
culosis. 

Because the ratio of death from 
tuberculosis to deaths from ail 
other causes amon^ persons of 
advanced age decreases, the infer- 
ence lias been that tuberculosis is 
not so prevalent after the ages of 
-JO and 45. Actuarial figures, bow- 
ever fIiow that in a population of 
1.000.000 persons, all aged Iwentv 
year; there would be 1,600 deaths 
fr'Mii tuberculosis a vear. while in 
a irvulalion of I.OOU.OOO persons all 
aged sixtv vcars liierc would be 
I.K-10 deaths' from tuberculosis in 
I he same period of lime. 

Nearly everybody h infected with 
germs of the disease, the estimate 
being that some time in life be- 
tween 70 and 05 per cent, of the 
population is infected. 

There is a clear distinction be- 
tween being infected with the germs 
and having an active, open case of 
tuberculosis. With merely an in- 
fection, or even with diagnosis 
showing incipient tuberculosis, a 
person can beat it back with an up- 
building of bodily resistance, and 
(be family physician can direct the 
means nf fighting it by healthful 
eati.ng. ami living in a manner to 
cause hut a minimum loss (o the 
patient. 

There are so many things a 
person can do 111 assisting himself 
in avoiding tuberculosis, and thus 



doing a service to self, family and 
community, there is no need ol" 
using any "donl's." Every man 
can interest himself in seeing that 
milk for tabic use is pasteurized. 
He can wage war against the roller 
towel if it has not been banished 
by law from his place of employ- 

Every man can avoid the com- 
mon drinking-cup. dodge ihe dan- 
gerous cougher or sneezer, encour- 
age education against undue crowd- 
ing in schools and dwellings, avoid 
undue dust and excessive fatigue 
n( bis own work. Numerous fac- 
tories are trying to help the em- 
ployees to help themselves to good 
health by providing "sunshine" 
factories lo work in and by plac- 
arding it wilh such advice as "Wash 
before eating." and, "It is belter to 
be well than Lo get well." 

Rut once the person lias the. dis- 
ease he should consult the best 
medical adviser he knows, and fol- 
low instructions carefully. This is 
important to arrest the disease and 
also lo prevent spreading contagion 
to others. 

Patent medicines and drugs 
should be avoided. Complete rest, 
fresh air, wholesome food, are the 
great uphtiildcrs. What is needed 
is to put the physical body in such 
condition as to enable it to combat 
the germs and give Ihe tissues op- 
portunity to regain what they have 
lost through the earlier stages of 
the ease. 

A cheerful mind is said to be of 
great aid in overcoming the disease : 
but, of course, the good cheer i> 
quite apt to be difficult unless there 
is a sound basis of health, and that 
can be attained by moderation in 
work, in play and in food. 

Burning the candle at both ends 
is something that nobody can long 
get away with. 

The wise man or woman will seek 
lo cslablish the relationship be- 
tween hca'tli and the job that 
causes neither to suffer nor lie 
neglected. 



BUILT BY INSECTS

Oil has been discovered 
on their territory, and, with the per- 
mission of the United States Gov- 
ernment, they are selling the land to 
a Company for nearly five million 
dollars down and a sixth of the pro- 
fits on all the oil produced there.

TREE REPA IRING 

An in 1 cresting bulletin entitled 
"Tree Repairing'' has been issued 
by the Forestry Branch, Depart- 
ment of Inferior. Oitawa. It de- 
scribes and illustrates ihe different 
methods of repairing Irecs, dealing 
chiefly with Lite filling of cavities 
and the boiling of trees that have 
split at Ihe crotch. The bulletin 
gives a great deal of useful informa- 
tion 011 the subject. Tree rcpairimr 
is a science in itself and nowadays' 
especially in the eastern section "of 
this country and (he United States 
men specially trained for the work 
operate on trees much as dentins 
operate on teeth, cleaning out the 
cavities and filling them with con- 
crete or asphalt, boning together 
trees thai threaten to split in two, 
fixing up trees thai have been dam- 
aged by wind, lightning, live stock 
or the carelessness of man. Tree 
repairing has become a profession 
and at leasi one school has been 
established for teaching the work. 
Anyone requiring a working knowl- 
edge of the business could acquire 
a good deal of information from 
the bulletin mentioned. It is free 
for the asking from the Director 
of Forestry. Department of the In- 
terior. Ottawa. 

SHELL-SHOCK"" WITHOUT 
SHELLS 

About eighty per cent of the so- 
called shell-shock cases in the late 
war were not produced by shells, 
according lo a statement in the 
"Science News Hulk-tin." This fact 
is brought out in (he recent report 
of Ihe liriiisb Army Council Com- 
mittee which has been studying the 
problem since August, 1920. They 
also find that any type of person 
may suffer from this form of ner- 
vous (rouble if exposed to the con- 
ditions of modern warfare long 
enough. Wc read: 

'■Emotional shell-shock or hys- 
teria was common in soldiers on 
home service and often developed 
after weeks of absence from the 
scenes of fighting. Mental or physi- 
cal exhaustion of a cumulative na- 
ture followed^ by sonic emotional 
disturbance was found to lie the 
cause for such cases. Noise, loss of 
sIccjk fatigue, discomfort, insuffi- 
cient food, immoderate use of al- 
cohol, infectious diseases, the pain 
of -wounds or sores, and poison 
gases were among the conditions 
found to have produced exhaustion. 
No human being, however consti- 
tuted or trained, ii is claimed, can 
resist the direct effect uf the burst- 
ing of Itigh-exp losj vc shells ." 

VALUE OF A WOODLOT 

A woodlot on every farm, main- 
tained under the rules nf scientific 
forestry, drawn upon for fuel annu- 
ally, would make aboui ball of the 
imputation of Canada wholly in- 
dependent of coal miners and the 
coal-mine operators in the matter 
of keeping the home fires burning. 

There arc few farms that have 
not some corners, bills or ravines, 
or other untillablc ground, where 
trees might be the only crop. Tt is a 
selfish argument with some, that 
the planter of a tree does not live 
long enough to benefit by it. This 
is not strictly (rue, but if it were, 
every man should be glad to do 
something for the next generation 
and perhaps be could do no better 
than lo plant a tree. 
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HINTS TO BANDMASTERS 

VIII. — Deportment 

By Territorial Bandmaster Punchard, 

Great Britain 

When on a recent tour wirh the 
Chalk Farm Band I was the recip- 
ient of many complimentary remarks. 
fcoth pnblicly and privately, concern- 
ing: the Band's playing and genera! 
efficiency, all of which were very 
gratifying, but what pleased me most 
was the closing sentence of the Band 
Sergeant (who had a wide experience 
of Army Bands) at otic of the large 
Corps where we spent a week-end. 
After referring to the pleasure the 
Band's playing had given him. lie said. 
"What has most impressed me during 
the week-end has been the Band? 
general conduct and deportment. The 
men have done their duty in a way 
which reflects the greatest credit upon 
them individually and as a Band." 
This unsolicited testimonial was most 
acceptable, yet I must confess, know- 
ing my men as I do, I was no: sur- 
prised. 

No possible excuse 

I have always had a very high con- 
ception of how a Bandsman should 
conduct himself whether on or off 
duty, aud ii is an unwritten, but a 
very rigid, iaw witii Cuaik Farm 
Band that a man who is not gentle- 
manly in his behavior and in his con- 
versation can have no place in the 
Band, be he ever so efficient an in- 
strumentalist. 

Of what effect is a man's religion 
if it does not change his character? 
There can be no possible excuse for 
vulgarity either in dress, talk or be- 
havior in a Salvation Army Bands- 
man. If his religion does not make 
of hini a gentleman in the truest 
sense of thv word, then it seems to 
me there is something sadly lacking: 
eloquent testimony or fervent singing 
can never, in my judgment, make up 
for loose talking or indifferent con- 
) duct. 

Exemplary conduct necessary 

One has only to remember [he wide- 
sphere influence of a Bandsman to 
see how important it is that his con- 
duct should be exemplary. To many 
people, their only acquaintance with 
Christianity and the Salvation Army 
is through' the Army Band. Many 
seldom hear a testimony given or a 
prayer offered, hut they sec the Bands- 
men and often mix with them, and 
:if they manifest the same frivolity 
and indifference as themselves and 
hear remarks that are coarse or un- 
guarded, then the influence of these 
Bandsmen upon them will be anything; 
but good. 

I believe in a happy, enjoyable re- 
ligion — we cannot have loo much oi 
it, but I am also a strong advocate 
that the gentlemanly and courteous 
side of the men's nature should he 
developed. Slovenliness in dress and 
habits, inattention at the services, 
whether outdoor or in, rudeness and 
discourtesy should all be foreign in 
'.men wearing the uniform of a Bands- 
man of the Army.

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A Few Serviceable Thoughts for Songster Leaders, 
Songsters and Soloists 



0\'E of the Army's most pop- 
ular vocal soloists in Great 
Britain was recently asked 
what was the secret of success in 
singing? Without hesitation he re- 
plied. "Sympathy with the theme and 
clear pronunciation and articulation 
of every word." 

''The' singer," he went on to ex- 
plain, "must understand the topic 
about which he is singing. The mes- 
sage behind the song must come be- 
fore everything else. If it is the love 
of Christ" that one is singing of, then 
the singer must seek, to see Christ 
before him as he sings. If the song 
is of a happy, victorious character, 
then the heart of the singer needs to 
be filled with the knowledge of vic- 
tory." 

"Every piece," says another writer, 
"has a general mood or state of 
feeling running through it as a whole, 
providing its main characteristics, 
and determining its individuality. A 
song of a march type may express 
joyous confidence, sure hope, antici- 
pation of coming victory, or exulta- 
tion over victory achieved. An an- 
dante piece, as a whole, will usually 
express calm, rest and evenly-flowing 
feeling: an adagio will be the expres- 
sion of feeling deeply moved, and a 
largo that of dark, gloomy hope, or 
crushing sorrow. 

"The surest means of giving a cor- 
rect rendering of a piece of music is 
lo have a clear, sure idea of its emo- 
tional significance. When that is 
possessed, almost everything else be- 
comes plain. It is possible to sing a 
song so that every note shall he in 
tune, of correct duration, and with 
just the measure of force and at the 
speed the signs indicate, and yet there 
may be lacking just that something 
which gives life to music. It is the 
lack of appreciation of this general 
mood or character of the song." 
Study the mood 

In connection with this sympathy 
with the theme of a song it of course 
stands to reason that the Songster 
Leader or soloist who makes a study 
of (he general mood of a piece, wiil 
never put on one that Is not suited lo 
the character of the meeting in 
which it is sung, For instance, if it 
is a holiness meeting in which (lie 
song is called for, it should be a song 
about holiness. If the object of the 
meeting is to urge people to conse- 
crate themselves to a particular work, 
the song shouW-be a definite call. The 
same in a Salvation 'meeting, the 
*ong should be a real urgent plea to 
the sinner to seek salvation at once, 
or a warning of the results of not 
doing so. Singing is only the means 
lo the end. which is always the pur- 
pose fflr which- the meeting is held. 

It is understood, of course, that 
correct notation, or correct singing of 
(he notes of the music, is the basis 
of all good work. For this purpose 
it is very desirable that all Songsters 
should learn to read the music, and 
should be taught to practise I he sing- 
ing of intervals so that they will be 
able to sing the music correctly when 
they can read it. At practice every 
part should be tried over separately, 
and every note checked. I( is thus 
seen how essential it is ' for every 
Sunnier to attend practice regularly. 



Songsters who miss practice, atirl then 
on Sundav night have to sing a piece 
at sight, 'or after only one run 
through it, often spoil the first, and 
sometimes the second and third verses 
because of their incorrect notation. 
Wrong notes bv one or iwo memhers 
spoil all the good work of the others. 

Then the expression marks need 
close attention at all times. The 
leader's baton should indicate all 
changes of expression, but the good 
Songster will read the marks on the 
music and be ready for every change. 
The duration of the notes must also 
he watched. A perfect commence- 
ment to each word, or note, is the 
thing to aim at, and equally impor- 
tant is the correct ending. The or- 
ganist should be kept up to the mark 
in this respect as well as the singers. 
At a recent festival it was noted again 
aud again that organists were not 
paving the slightest attention to the 
cut-off beat of the conductors. Pre- 
cision uas lusl completely. 

Correct interpretation 

Having got a clear conception of 
the general mood of the piece, and a 
correct interpretation of the music, 
the next point is to master the words. 
In practice the words should be read 
over before there is any attempt to 
sing them, and the reading should be 
done periodically and with each verse 
till there is no douht ahout the Song- 
sters understrjiding what they are 
singing. Then it must be remem- 
bered that each word is a separate 
identity in itself. How often we hear 
the old favorite sung, "Leadkindly- 
lightamidencirclingglooin," when what 
really is meant is, "Lead, kindly 
Light. amid encircling gloom." 
Every word should stand by itself. 
completely severed from the one be- 
fore, and the one after it, hy a very 
short, hut nevertheless actual break. 

Final consonants tnnst be sung 
distinctly, hut shortly. For instance, 
the word "Lost," occurring on a dot- 
ted minim, is sometimes sung with a 
single bent on the Lo." and the re- 
maining two heats on the "s," with 
lhe "t" coining in nowhere at all. The 
correct way is two and a half beats 
on the "Lo," with the "s" and "t" 
both distinctly sounded on the last 
half-beat, with an infinitesimal break 
before the next word (or longer 
break, of course, if a rest follows), 
livery word should he treated in like 
manner. 

Then lhe words mastered, phrasing 
has to be looked at. In some of our 
songs, the phrases of the words do 
not coincide with the phrases of the 
music and in some sonjjs the phrasing 
differs with the various verses, as for 
instance in this well-known song: 
"Just an Thou art, without one traeo 
Of love, or joy, or Inward grace." 

In this verse to make a hrcak by 
breathing at the end of the first line 
spoils the meaning. The breath can- 
not he taken until after "tovc" is 
sung. In the succeeding verse, how- 
ever, lhe" breath must he taken at the 
end of the first line. 
"Bmden'd Willi guilt, wouldst thou 

lie bleat? 
Trust not tbo world; it gives no 
rest."

After some 
friendly discussion we adopted the 
plan oi ,1 family cash book aud cash 
box. In the cash hook we entered 
on the left the income and on the 
righl the expenditure, and upon each 
Friday, ibis being our pay 'Jay, we 
wrote in the faiuiiy budget. 

We hn.i to settle the important 
problem of how to distribute lhe 
amount of our income.

Those who will both do and be the 
best in life are generally strong-will- 
ed, energetic, and determined little 
beings who need careful and wise 
training. 

It is vital that a child be taught 
obedience in the home. Yet it is no 
unusual thing for a mother to say ' 
to our visiting Officer that she longs 
for tin- time to come when her little 
children will be old enough to go to 
school in order that they shall he 
taught obedience ! 

Obedience must be taught, bat not 



reasoning faculty. 

Let children be taught to under- 
stand and adopt ihe principle of obed- 
ience without violating their reason 
and intelligence. How many children 
have been taught to recite, "The boy 
slcod on the burning deck?" A poet- 
ical effort intended, \ suppose, to up- 
lift obedience. 

Remember, that it is not wise to 
reason with children until they have 
reached the age of reason. Prompt 
obedience must be taught to young 
children, because it is necessary to 
their well being and safely. There 
should be penalties for disobedience. 

Whenever you can. give a reason 
for your commands to children who 
are old enough to understand. To 
the tiny child, who wants to stand 
upon the cushioned scats of a railway 
carriage, you are right in saying "Get 
down. You must not do that." But 
if the child is old enough to reason. 
you should go further and say: "Don't 
you sec, when some one else wants 
"to sit there, the dirt from your boots 
will soil their clothing !" In this way 
you bring the child over on to your 
tide. 



The good housewife makes plans 
overnight for work which must be 
done the following day. Probably a 
considerable share of it falls to a 
special day in each week, but there 
will be a number of things to do 
which are out of the regular routine, 
and for these she must plan so that 
she will not have them all crowding 
upon her at once, and either being 
neglected because they are so many, 
or taken in hand and carried through 
at the cost of health and spirits.

It was 
like the proverbial straw which broke 
the camel's back, for next day the 
housewife is cither moping about, 
feeling incapable of work or she is 
prostrated with a severe headache. 
Planning would have saved this kind 
of thing and prevented crowding 
into one day the work of two. 



Salad Dressing — One pint milk, 
one and one-half teaspoons mus- 
tard, two tablespoons sugar, one 
tablespoon cornstarch, two table- 
spoons butter, one egg.

Melt the 
butter in a dish set over hot water.

Mix well, put in a 
glass fruit can and set in cool, dry 
place- Suet prepared in this man- 
ner will keep good all winter and is 
ready for use at any moment.

f doubt and shame. 

When he got to T.pndon, 'the 
hitherto stiff, proud Churchman 
went to the Moravian meeting- 
house, a little room up .'Mdersgate 
Street, Here he found the peace 
he was longing for, as he sat in his 
seat, and then got up and gave his 
testimony. At ten o'clock- that 
night he went with several friends 
to see his brother, tell him the good 
news, and sing and pray over it. 

He had. even before (his. begun 
fo preach Salvation by faith, and 
Slow he went about with the glori- 
ous consciousness that be was sav- 
jbtl himself, and with the boldness 
^sdiich thai -certainty only can give. 






Eighteen days after his conversing 
he preached before the University 
of Oxford, and laid down new (yet 
old) lines in a way that made the 
great men stare. 

We can hardly understand, now- 
adays, the horror that fell 011 clergy- 
men and professors of religion as 
John Wesley would declare that, so 
many days ago. he was "not a Chris- 
tian." The idea of people be.ijig 
paved all in a minute, or saved from 
all sin, was simply madness in their 
opinion. 

The preacher of such strange 
doctrines got a crowd wherever he 
went, and partly for this very rea- 
son, the clergymen did not like him. 
He was soon shut out of almost 
every pulpit in London, and gradu- 
ally out of those of the principal 
provincial towns. Towards the end 
of the year. Mr. Whitefield returned 
from America, where he had learnt 
to preach out of doors. Early the 
next year he got -Mr. Wesley to go 
outside Bristol, where, on the top. 
of a hill, he preached to some 3.000 
people, his first sermon in the open- 
air. The ice was ■'broken, and from 
that day he never ceased, on every 
possible occasion, out of doors or 
in, lo preach to poor and rich alike 
— the straight Gospel. 

John Wesley had no parish. He 
otiee said,- "The world is my 
parish"; and though he never cast 
aside the authority of the Church, 
he did not let any of its regulations 
or customs hinder or trouble him 
in the grand effort to tell all the 
world what he knew about the 
Cleansing Blood-. Men who are 
"inwardly- moved by the Holy 
Ghost" cannot allow themselves to 
be outwardly tied down so as to be 
unable to move as God may direct 
them. 

Open-air preaching 

The first Sunday after he began 
his open-air preaching, he says: 

"At seven in the morning I 
preached to about a thousand per- 
sons at Bristol, and afterwards to 
ahout fifteen hundred nil the top 
of Haiiham Mount in Kingswood. I 
called to them, in the words nf the 
prophet Isaiah, "Ho! every one 
that thirsleth, come ye to the 
waters; come, buy wine and milk 
without money and without price." 
■\bnnt five llinmand were gathered 
in the afternoon at Rose Green fon 
the other side of Kingswood). 



among whom I stood and cried, m 
the name of the Lord, "If any man 
thirst, let him come unto Me, and 

the Scripture hath said, out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of living 
water." 

"I- was desired to go to Bath, 
where I offered to about a thousand 
souls the free grace of God to 
"heal their back-sliding"; and in 
the morning to (I believe) more 
than two thou.-and. I preached to 
about the same number at Baptist 
Mills in the afternoon, on "Christ, 
made of God unto us, wisdom and 
righteousness, and sanctificaiion, 
and redemption." 

"1 preached at the poor-house. 
Three or four hundred were with- 
in, and more than twice that num- 
ber without; to whom 1 explained 
those lomfortable words— "When 
1 bey had nothing to pay, he frankly 
forgave them both." 

' Large congregations 

"I explained at seven, to five or 
six thousand persons, the story of 
the Pharisee and the Publican. 
About three thousand were present 
at Hanham Mount. I preached at 
Newgate after dinner to a crowded 
congregation. Between five and six 
we went to Rose Green; it rained 
hard at Bristol, but not a drop fell 
upon us, while 1 declared to about 
five thousand, "Christ, our wisdom, 
and righteousness, and sanctifica- 
tion, and redemption." I concluded 
the day by showing at the Society 
in Baldwin Street that "His Blood 
cleanseth us from alt sin." 

"At five in the afternoon T was 
at a little Society in the Back Lane. 
The room in which we were was 
propped beneath, but the weight of 
the people made the floor give way: 
so that in the beginning of the ex- 
pounding, the post which propped 
it fell down with a great noise. 
Hut the floor sunk 110 further; so 
that, after a little surprise at first 
they quietly attended to the things 
that were spoken. 

"Thence I went to Baldwin Street, 
and expounded, as it came in 
course, the fourth chapter of the 
Acts, We then called upon God to 
confirm His Word Inimcdiatelv 
one that stood by (to our no small 
surprise) cried out aloud, with the 
utmost vehemence, wen as in the 
agonies of death. But we contin- 
ued in prayer till "a new song was 
put in our mouth, a thanksgiving 
unto God." 

"Soon after, two other person: 
(well known in Ibis place, as labor- 
ing to live in all good conscience 
towards all rtv.-u) were seized with 
strong pain, and constrained to 
"roar for the disquiet ncss of their 



heart."' But it was. not long before 
they likewise burst forth- into praise 
10 God their Saviour.- The la.'.t >vbn 
railed unoii God as out of the l.Hlv 

of Hell was I '- E— — , a stranger 

in Bristol. And- in a short spate 
he also, was overwhelmed with joy 
and love, knowing that God had 
healed his backsliding*. So manv 
living witnesses hath God giv-n 
that His hand is still "stretched nit 
to heal." and that signs and '.viin- 
dcrs are even now wrought . 

"At Weaver's Hall, a yn,ir:g -nan 
was suddenly seized with a violent 
trembling all over, and, in a few 
minutes, the sorrows of bis heart 
being enlarged, sunk down M the 
ground. But we ceased no- ?;iMiiig 
upon God tiil He raised him :vi full 
of "peace and joy in the Holy 
Ghost." 

"On a reneated invitation. T went t 
tn Peusford, about five miles from 
Bristol. 1 sent to the minister to 
ask leave to preach in the church; 
but. having wailed some time and 
received no answer, T called on. 
many of the people who gathered 
together in an open place. "!f any 
man thirst, let him come unto Me 
and drink." At four in the after- 
noon there were ahout three thou- 
sand, in a convenient place near 
Bristol, to whom I declared. "The 
hour is coming, and now is. when 
the dead shall hear the voice of the 
Son of God, and they that hear 
shall live." 

"I preached at Batli to about a 
thousand on Tuesday morning, and 
at four o'clock in the afternoon to 
the poor colliers, at a place about 
the middle of Kingswood. called 
Two-mile Hill. In the evening at 
Baldwin Street, a young man. after 
a sham (though short) agony, both 
of lioifv and mind, found his soul 
filled with peace, knowing in whom 
he bad believed.

"To above two thousand at 
Bapti=t Mills, I explained that 
glorious Scripture (describing the 
■tale of every true believer : n 
Christ — every one who by faith >s 
born of God). "Ye have not receiv-

"While I was preaching at New- 
gale 1 was insensibly led. without 
any previous design, to d-Har-- 
slronglv and explicitly, tint Co, 1 
u-illeth'all men to be 'hu; -aved:
